CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


T 


HERE is no necessity for arguing the proposition of 


a State Constitutional Convention 
The subject 


M* been worn threadbare in the affirmative, without pro- 
voking or inspiring a protest accompanied by a reason- 
able objection from its few opponents 
The 
question 


ftes been submitted foui times to the people of Nevada. 
Twice It was defeated, although the votes in its favor 
•tttnumbered each time the negatives, at about the ratio 
of flisteen to one. It required a majority of all of the 
vote* cast in the State, and the number of blanks was so 
targe that the constitutional majority was not obtained. 
It has twice received greatly in excess of the required 
majority, but still no convention has been held. And the 
Justices of the Supreme Court held that the law did not 
authorize them to canvass the votes, although they had 
twice previously pieformed that function where it was 
thwarted upon a technicality concerning the enabling bill, 
which was vetoed by the Governor. There is no question 
that at least four-rtfths of the voters of the State are in 
favor of a convention. It has been twice proven by their 
ballots, and the next legislature will be guilty of an al- 
taoM criminal breach of trust, if it falls to make provi- 
alea to again submit the matter to a popular vote at the 
next general election. While it is tiue that none of the 
S»rty platforms this year contained a convention clause, 
BO far aa the Democratic and Silver parties aie conceined, 
we know that the omission was from inadvertence, and 
not Intentional 
There has been no Democratic State 


platform, in the last twenty years, except the last one, 
which did not contain such a clause, and two years ago 
It was adopted unanimously by both of the allied parties 
In conventions assembled. 


But the voice of the people is louder than platform 


Utterances, and it haa been twice heard in no uncertain 
Utnes. 
We are confident from our knowledge of 
the 


membership of the next legislature that 
the popular 


demand will not pass unheeded. 
It is admitted by all 


candid and intelligent persons that our constitution Is not 
adapted to the present conditions in Nevada. 
It is a 


high pressure instrument, formulated and adopted during 
the flush times of the early sixties, when everything was 
hoomlnav »»« when It was confidently believed that in 
half • score of years, the State would rival California in 
poulatlon, wealth and all other attributes of a great and 
prosperous commonwealth. 
Under these conditions and 


erroneous impressions, our fundamental law was framed 
and enacted, and it was high time long ago when the 
•alstake should have been rectified, and no more time 
Should be lost. 
Attempts to tinker the instrument into 


proper shape by amendments have proven most dismal 
(allure*. One amendment generally necessitates a change 
In half a dozen others, and the only recourse is such a 
general «verhaullng of the entire concern as can only 
fee accomplished by a convention called for that purpose. 
Until this is done, no matter how well Intentioned, honest 
•ad economical our State officials and legislators may be, 
ao marked decrease In our governmental expenses can be 
effected, or general economic reform exploited.
